TNTROIHfTION 

Thk  |trol>Icm  <»f  tlif  oiitriii  aiul  formation  of  the 
IliMimiiiiiM  nation  has  always  ]troviiU'(l  matter  for  ktrii 
disputation  ainontr  historians,  anil  thr  theories  whieh 
have  heen  advaneetl  are  widely  divergent.  Some  of 
these  diseussi(ins  have  Iveii  unilertaken  solely  for 
|)o!itieal  reasons,  in  whieh  eases  exist in<r  data  i)r()ve 
conveniently  adaptable.  This  elastie  treatment  of  the 
hi^torieal  data  i>.  faeilitated  hy  the  fact  that  a  lonir 
and  most  im])ortant  periotl  afleetinji  the  formation  and 
the  development  of  the  Rumanian  nation  (270-1220) 
has  heciueathed  praetieally  no  contemporary  evidence. 
IJv  linking  up,  however,  what  is  known  antecedent  to 
that  i)eriod  with  the  ])recise  data  available  regardin^^ 
the  years  following  it,  and  by  checking  the  inferred 
results  witli  what  little  evidence  exists  respecting  the 
obscure  epoch  of  Rumanian  history,  it  has  been  possible 
to  reconstruct,  almost  to  a  certainty,  the  evolution  of 
the  Rumanians  during  the  Middle  Ages. 

A  discussion  of  tlie  varying  theories  would  be  out  of 
])roportion  with,  aiid  out  of  place  in,  this  pamphlet. 
Nor  is  it  possible  to  give  to  any  extent  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  epie  struggle  which  the  Rumanians  carried 
on  for  ceuturio  against  the  Turks.     We  shall  have  to

(hctweon  tlie  Danuhe  and  the  Balkans)  fell  before  its 
armies,  and  the  tam]>ai;,'n  that  ensued  was  so  success- 
ful that  the  Dacians  were  able  to  compel  Itome  to  an 
alliance.

(  oiistantiiiople.  N'arious  civil  (jtlices  were  created  at 
( "ourt.eitheriieeessifated  hy  t  he  extension  of  the  relations 
of  the  count rv  or  intended  to  satisfy  .some  favourite  of 
the  prince.  Sources  of  .social  position  and  threat  material 
heiietit.  these  offices  were  covetcdj/ieedily  l)y  the  hoyurds, 
and  those  who  ohtained  none  could  only  hope  t(»  clieat

Kiiowh'd^M'  of  foreijiii  laiimiaizcs  had  ciialth'tl  the 
I'hanariotes  to  olttain  inntortant  diplomatic  positions 
at  (  onslantino|tle.  and  tiie\  ended  l>y  ae(piiriu<r  the 
thrones  of  the  llumanian  priiieipaiit ies  as  a  I'ecompense 
for  their  --erxiees.  Hill  they  had  to  pay  for  it.  and  to 
make  matters  more  piolital)le  the  Turks  di-vised  the 
inir«'iiious  method  of  transferrin!;  the  princes  from  one 
province  to  anoth<  r.  each  transference  l)eini:  considered 
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ni'iiiiiiiit  iiiii.  I'luiii  IT:{it  to  ITU  llif  tvvi> 
rri)iiiiiii:  |>ri!»(«-i  iiitcnliimu'<'<l  lliiinio  in  tlii>  \s;i\  tlin-r 
tiint>'  '\'\u\  ;i(  .|iiirr«l  llir  tlinnif  l»y  l'oM-  aiul  they  <nul<l 
(>iil\'  k<'f|)  it  li\  '_'"l<l.

ordered  the  tax  to  Ix'  le\  ied  on  the  carcases.  '  The 
administrative  rei.'iine  durinu;  the  I'hanariote  period 
was.  in  'general,  little  else  than  oryani/ed  hri^mnda^e," 
>a\s  Xenopol.*  In  fact  the  Phanariote  rule  was  instinct 
with  corruption,  luxury,  and  intri<rue.  Thoujzh  ind. 
vidiialK  >ome  of  them  may  not  deserve  hlame.  yet  eon- 
sideriiiir  what  the  I'hanariotes  took  out  of  the  country, 
what  they  introilueed  into  it.  and  to  what  extent  they 
pre\cnted  its  develo|)ment .  their  era  was  the  most 
calamitous  in    Mumanian   history.

Durinji  tin-  new  eonllict 
hetween  Turkey  and  liussia.  the  I'.ussian  armie>  occupied 
and  hattened  upon  the  liunianian  |>ro\  inces  for  si.x  y<'ars. 
Though  the\  had  ai.'ain  to  abandon  their  intention  of 
makinir   the    Danube    the    southern    houndary   of    tlieir

of  Moldavia  and  W'allachia.  'I'he  iniquitous  system  ot 
'  the  throne  to  the  hi<.du-st   liidder  '  had  come  to  an  end. 

The  period  which  marks  the  decline  of  (Jreek  influence 
in  the   Humunian  ])rinci])alities  also   marks  the  j.'rowth 
of    Russian    ii'.fhience.

'I'he  idea  of  union  was  a  niglituiaic  to  the  Siddiine 
I'orte.  and  her  commissary  cctmpiled  the  ek-ctoral  lists 
in  so  ai'l)itrar\  a  manner,  that  it  mi;.dit  (uuc  more  have 
fallen  throu^ih.  had  it  not  hei'ii  for  the  invaluahle  a.ssis^ 
lance  which  the  Km|ieior  Xajuileon  irave  the  Rumanian 
count  lies.  .\s  Turkish  polic\  was  rel\in;i;  luaiidy  on 
Kn^jiland's  .-iipport .  Na])oleon  hrou;.dil  ahoiit  a  ))ei>oiial 
meetin^j;  with  Queen  N'ictoi'ia  and  i'rini-e  Al>ert.  at 
( >.sl)orn<'  (August  IS")7).  the  result  of  which  was  a  com 
promise;  Napoleon  a;iree< I  to  defer  for  the  time  Itein^i  the 
idea  of  an  etTecti\»'  union  of  the  two  |trineipalit  ies. 
Knjxland  undertakiniz  on  the  other  hand  to  make  the 
Porte  cancel  the  prt-vious  election>.  and  proceed  to  new 
ones  after  I'evision  of  the  electoral  lists. 

The  assend)lii's  which  met  after  the  lU'w  elections 
proclaimed  that  union,  autonomy,  and  neutralitv  undei- 
a  liereditaiy  foi'i'i^^n  dynasty  wi're  necessaiy  to  the 
v.elfai'e  ami  reorLTiunzat ion  of  the  Itumanian  countries. 
These  wislu's  weic  considered  hy  a  second  (  on^xress 
{I'aris.  May  jS-lSi  :  hut  three  months  of  di.seussion  and 
the  siincrc  elTorts  of  the  French  I'epicsentat  ive  lirou^dn 
al»out  m    understantling  on  tlie  [xtint  of  the  uni(Hi.      Tile 
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(li'ci.-iiHi  |ir(i\iilcil  t'>r  ;i  (oiiiimmii  Icui.sliit  imi.  a  (•((iiiiium 
jiiiii\.  a  ('fiitral  < 'mnniit tec  c. imposed  nf  n-pn-scntativt-s 
of  l)(itli  assfiiililics  for  the  (lis(ii»ioii  of  coiiiiiioii  atTairs, 
ami  a  |K'niiaiicnt  alliaiicc  of  the  two  louiitrics  iukUt  tlu- 
iiaiiif  of  •The  I'nited  l*riiiei|ialit  ies  ".  hut  tljey  were 
to  eontiiiue  to  form  two  separate  States,  eaeh  with  its 
ouii  leyi-latuie.  and  each  to  elect  for  hfe  a  |iriiiee  of 
IJiimaiiiaii  deseeiil. 

ThoiiL'h  1)\  no  iiieaii>  w  holly  satistied  with  this  imperfect 
union,  the  I'lUmanians  proceeded  to  th<-  election  of  their 
inlers.  Several  candiilates  competed  in  Moldavia.  To 
avoid  a  >plit  \ote  the  name  of  an  outsider  was  |iut  forward 
the  da\  hefore  the  election,  and  on  .lamiary  17.  |sr>«>. 
Colonel  Alt  itiii'li  r  John  t'ozd  was  unaiuniously  elected. 
In  W'allacliia  tlie  outlook  ua^  very  uncertain  wlieti  tin- 
.\<send)lv  met  under  <.'rcat  excitement  on  Keliruary  .").' 
.\  feu  patriots  |)ut  forth  and  urired  tlie  election  (»f  Cuza. 
and  the  Asseml)l\  unanimously  adopted  this  spirited 
>iicjr^cst  ion. 

Having  realized  tliat  there  was  no  hope  of  the  Powers 
consultiuL'  anything  Imt  tlwir  own  interot.  I»y  eon- 
xioiislv  and  of  set  purjiose  hamperiui:  the  emancipation 
of  a  l(Ui,i-'-^utTerin<f  nation,  the  Itumanians  had  (|uietly 
accomplished  l»y  this  master-stroke  the  reform  which 
was  an  iiidispensahle  t'Oiidition  towards  assiu'in^'  a  hetter 
futiu'e.  Italy's  military  pre|)arations  prevented  Austria 
from  interveiiinif.  a. id  two  years  later  the  new  state  of 
thiiiL's  was  sanctioned  l)\  the  i'oite.  The  tinal  step  was 
taken  in  iStij.  when  the  two  principalities  united  under 
the  nanu'  of  '  Humania  '  were  ^dven  a  common  national 
assenililv  and  a  common  government.

Oruani/ed  and 
fostend  hy  the  ( >|»|)osit  ion.  an  ant  i-,i.'o\  cinment  plot  led 
to  the  foiced  alxlication  of  ( 'n/a  {l'\-liruary  2'i.  l!S(»<ii.
